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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue in substance that the AAPA- 
Mason-Greenbaum system does not teach the "attempting" step which requires addressing a possible contingency which is inherent in 
claim 24 (i.e. "examining the program structure to determine whether pseudo-hyperblocks can be formed, where such attempts may by 
unseccessful, as a result"). 

The examiner dissagrees with applicants assertion that the AAPA-Mason-Greenbaum system fails to address an inherent contingency 
associated with the term "attempting." The examiner argues that when configuring the hardware block, an attempt must first be made. If 
no attempts are made to unroll the program loops to form the pseudo-hyperblocks including a plurality of hyperblocks which are used to 
configure the hardware block, then the hardware block would never be configured. When the attempt is successful, the contingency of 
configuring the hardware block occurs. Although claim 24 addresses a contingency when a successful attempt occurs, which is 
"configuring a configurable hardware block by using the configuration data," nowhere in the claim is it specified addressing contingencies 
based on unseccessful attempts and therefore is not read into the claims. 
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
